Note that the CO is the commander/director 
of four interrelated organizations. He is the 
CO of NMRTC Beaufort, which includes Naval Hospital NMRTC NSF 
subordinate clinics NMRTU Parris Island Beaufort Beaufort Beaufort 
and MCAS Beaufort medical/dental clinics. 
He is also the installation CO of Naval 
Support Facility (NSF) Beaufort (upon MCAS NMRTU 
which NMRTC Beaufort is the primary Beaufort | |Parris Istand 
tenant). He is the Director of Naval Hospital Clinic Clinic 


Beaufort (NHB), as well as the Director of 
the Charleston Market. 


NMRTC Beaufort provided health services for an eligible population of over 31,000 people, to 
include active duty service members, retirees, family members and veterans. NMRTC Beaufort 
and NMRTU Parris Island also provided support to approximately 20,000 (non-enrolled) recruits 
annually and the Marine Corps mission of “Making Marines” on Marine Corps Recruit Depot 
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(MCRD) Parris Island. NMRTC Beaufort offers a full complement of medical and dental 
services. Patient needs that exceed the acuity or scope of services provided by NMRTC Beaufort 
are referred to the local Tricare-approved civilian network for care. 


NMRTC Beaufort’s two subordinate medical and dental clinics are resident aboard two nearby 
military installations: MCRD Parris Island and MCAS Beaufort. Command and staff from all 
three installations (sometimes referred to as the Beaufort Tri-command) liaison continuously with 
MTF staff in support of far more than the primary mission of medical and dental care. Tri- 
command leaders for such programs as public affairs, safety, law enforcement, emergency 
management, public works, antiterrorism, and security management interact regularly to 
strengthen the resiliency of all concerned. This liaison extends to non-military partner agencies 
“outside the gate” such as the Beaufort County Sheriff's Office (BCSO) law enforcement team, 
the BCSO Emergency Management Division, Beaufort County Emergency Medical Services, the 
Beaufort/Town of Port Royal Fire Department, and our closest civilian hospital, Beaufort 
Memorial Hospital. The support and assistance of these and other agencies are invaluable to the 
command during both exercises and real-world emergencies. 


NMRTC Beaufort also enjoys an outstanding partnership with the Veterans Affairs (VA) 
administration, housing a Community Based Outpatient Clinic (CBOC) as a tenant on the fourth 
floor of the hospital. Together, under the Lowcountry Federal Healthcare Alliance (LFHA), we 
provide healthcare services to VA and Department of Defense patients where mutually beneficial. 


NMRTC Beaufort COVID-19 case tracking 
began on 4 April 2020. From then until 31 


December 2020, we tracked 65 COVID-19 cases 
for 61337 (NMRTC Beaufort) and 32583 GiwG | 8 | wa 18] 
(NMRTU Parris Island) staff (based on date 


identified infected). In calendar year 2021, we tracked 75 cases. There are no Government 
Service/Wage Grade (GS/WG) civilian employees assigned to 32583, thus the n/a in that block.

The chart above represents the period for each of 75 cases from date identified as infected to date 
of recovery. Note that one case commenced in mid-August and did not return to work until mid- 
December (117 case days). The average case duration was 13 days. Three chronological clusters 
(January to February, July to September, and December) are significant. The first cluster is a 
continuation of a pattern correlating roughly with the 2020 Christmas/New Year leave travel 
periods. The second is likely the result of a combination of Independence Day leave travel and 
the onset of the COVID-19 Delta variant becoming widespread in the United States (US) in mid- 
July 2021. The nascent cluster post-Thanksgiving escalated into 2022 as the COVID-19 Omicron 
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variant impacted our personnel in numbers greater than 2020 or 2021. It is interesting to note the 
nearly five month period following the COVID-19 vaccine implementation with little to no case 
activity (from | March to 21 July, only two COVID cases were identified in our staff).

Jan 18,2021 All poolees remaining in Atlanta were moved to Parris Island for further staging or 
to begin recruit training. 


Jan 28,2021 The CO attended the Chief Petty Officer (CPO) Selectee Final Night events taking 
place onboard NSF Beaufort. 


Jan 29, 2021 CO, XO, and Command Master Chief (CMC) HMCM Gentry Lloyd attended a 
CPO pinning ceremony at the MCAS Beaufort Chapel. Personnel from the Tri- 
Command who were pinned to CPO HMC Brittany N. Elder and HMC William D. 
Kilcrease (both serving in Marine Aircraft Group (MAG)-31), HMC Scott R. Reid 
(Combat Logistics Company-23), and GySgt Jerome C. Ward (Task Force 
Commitment), who participated in the CPO transition process to honor the 
memory of a Corpsman he served with overseas who lost his life in combat. 


Feb 2,2021 The EOC was activated from 1500 to 1625 in support of Exercise Citadel Shield 
Solid Curtain, the Navy’s annual antiterrorism exercise. The Blue IMT manned 
the EOC. Hospital staff exercised lockdown procedures during this exercise. 
Installation Security Department personnel neutralized an active shooter role 
player in building 12, and located a simulated suspicious package. This exercise 
included participation with outside agencies, including the BCSO, Parris Island 
Fire and Emergency Services (F&ES), and the United States Marine Corps 
(USMC) Explosive Ordnance Disposal (EOD) team.
